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During a telephone interview conducted on November 26, 2007, the Examiner and the 
undersigned attorney discussed claims l, 10, 18 and 25. The Examiner requested that the 
Applicants' representative be more specific regarding what the Applicants were seeking to claim 
as their invention. In a telephone interview conducted on December 13, 2007, the Examiner and 
the undersigned attorney reached an agreement in regard to an amendment of claims 1, 10, 18 
and 25 that would distinguish the claims over the prior art of record. The undersigned attorney 
authorized the Examiner to enter an Examiner's Amendment to amend claims 1, 10, 18 and 25 as
